the dairy farms. Dr. Whitmore, of Marylebone, 
who was engaged in the inspection, reported that he 
found the sanitary condition of these dairies to be 
of the worst possible kind, and that he was satisfied 
the contamination of the milk was due to the 
water-supply on these farms, and to the trifling 


chison and others have testified to the same ef- 
fect, snd. their reports have brought to light 
many other cases of a similar character in Eng- 
land and Scotland. At one farm, Dr. Murchison 
found a cow drinking from a cesspool, formed 
by a drain running through a field in which was 
a large manure-heap.

There is special need, therefore, 
that dairymen should look after their water sup- 
ply, the quality of food used, and the ventilation 
of their barns, as it has been shown beyond 
question, that an impure atmosphere, as well as 
impure water, will contaminate milk. It isa 
serious question which must sooner or later 
(| come up for settlement, and it is as well to 
gin now as at some future time. 


The fact that Nature is full of compensations 
is beautifully illustrated by a recent bit of scien- 
tific information, which announces that the 
house-fly is tormented by parasites, of which it 
annot get rid, and that it suffers dreadful 
agonies from their tickling. This curious piece 
of information will undoubtedly arouse sympathy 
for the fly, and mitigate the indignation which 
has hitherto been vented upon him. Here- 
after, the blue-bottle who persists in üght- 
ing upon one’s nose, although he is re- 
peatedly driven off, will be entitled 
to commiseration from the fact that his agonies 
are the greatest, and that a parasite is worry- 
ing his nervous system, and slowly but surely 
tickling him to death.
